The burden ot deciding which delegates to 
seat will mil to the Republican national com- 
mittee. Appeals may be taken first to the 
jiraf^nntlplj-cnminlttj-n nf thi- rfinvBntlnn, ^j]ti, 
then to tho convention floor, where all the 
eligible delegates will vote on any unsettled 
matter. 

If the conteata are bitter, aa may be the 
case, It will be the convention itself which will 
cast the critical weight. And for that purpose 
It will behoove supportera of both T^ft and 
Elsenhower to maiahall not only all their pre- 
Chlcago delegates, but all the additional 
strength they can from either uncommitted 
ranks or the backers of other candidates. 

This dramatic test, should It come oft, may 
well prove the climax of tho convention, re-

But there la ;ujt a chance that party leaders. 
In the Interest of later harmony, may dodge 
this fight by ottering to divldcall contested 
seats equally between Taft and Elsenhower. 

In that event, the strength, ol both would 
be evenly augmented, and tlie ceal ballpt- 
by-ballot struggle would be on. And then the 
winner would be the man with the greatest 
secondary pulling power among delegates not 
originally favoring bim.
